, characteristics of the anonymous 
letter-writey and the murderer are 
. by no means’ dissimilar. 
There js-evidence that the anony- 
moua letter-writing habit grows 
on its addicts, Miss J. let us say,

place write an anonymous: letter of 
abuse to Mrs, B. herself.

Thin being thé ease,’ it ie  -te- 
markable anomaly that there should:

encourages this peculiarly desplc- 
able activity. Anonymous lettera 
are welcomed by the King’s Prov- 
tor's oMce, and the charges in them 
are investigated with care. 

What Is regarded as a crime in 
the ordinary way is apparently 
considered a meritorious act when 
the divorcee of some unhappy couple 
may ,be prevented by ‘it. 

: WRONG METHODS?

GIANT SOVIET PLANE 
HURLED TO DOOM 


48 DEAD IN WORLD'S” 
BIGGEST DISASTER 


Moscow, May ‘19. 
. The world’s _ largest acroplanc, 
the Maxim Gorky, capable of 
senting over-a hundred passengers, 
ernshed to its doom near Moscow 
on Saturday. 


Forty-eight people were carried 
to death —the largest ntimber ever 
to dic In an aeroplane disaster, 


Of the dead thirty-seven were 
passengers and ‘eleven comprised 
Ahe crew, ’ 


The ginnt cight-engined mono- 
plane, which hans a 210 ft. wing- 
Bpan-and was fitted with printing 
presses and a broadcasting studio 
for Soviet propaganda purposes, 
was . cruising majestically over 
the Moscow Flying Central, Aerod- 
rome when the tragedy occurred. 


The machine took off at 12.46 
p.m., with 37 passengers, employees 
of the Central Aerodynamic In- 
stitute, aboard, in ‘addition to the 
eleven members of its crew. The 
occasion was a “free day”- for 
diligent air students. 

While the enormous air-liner 
soared over the acrodrome, a small 
pursuit plane, piloled by M. 
-Blaguin, raced rings around it. 

. Despite stringent: orders, 
Blanguin “commenced to _ stunt 
around the Maxim Gorky for the 
benefit of its passengers. 

The glant machine had risen ton 
height of 2,260 fect when Blanguin 
commenced a loop. _ 

He was just finishing his loop 
when his machine struck the wing 
of the lurger ship. ‘ 

The ‘Maxim Gorky seemed to 
stagger for two or three seconda. 

Its wing crumpled. Slowly at 
first, and then more rapidly, it 
went into a spin. , 

As it fell it disintegrated and 
the second wing collapsed. 


Within a few seconds it. struck | } 


the earth with a sickening thud 
that was heard a mile away, 

The machine was. smasned be- 
yond recognition. A few yards 
away, the small pursuit plane, its 
daring pilot killed instantancous- 
ly, also crashed. re 

The pilot of the Maxim - Gorky 
made desperate efforts to save his 
passengers with’ five remaining 
engines, but bis task was a hope- 
lesw” one em 
. The debris covered an extraor- 
dinary wide aren, “The most piti- 
ful spectacle was the mutilated 
bodies of the occupants which were 
acattered in indescribable fashion 
with the smashed engines, twisted 
Metal-work and torn fabric. 

‘ A portion of one of the wings: 
crashed on the roof of a house 
where a tea party was’in progress. 

The dead’ passengers comprise 
engineers, technicians and mem- 
bers of working men's institutes, 
Several members had taken their 
familfes with them on the flight.- 

The dead will be given a State 
funeral on Monday, and the Gov- 
ernment will compensate the fami- 
lies of the victims.—Renter,

Even if the rescue workera are 
able, by some miraculous means, 
to gain on ‘the floada, with 
their pumps, there will still remain 
the' stupendous ‘task of shovelling 
away thousands of tons of soil in 
order to reach the entrapped 
miners, 


At least 400 are:salready doomed. 
Tho fate of the remaining 400 re- 
mains in the balance, but with each 
passing hour, death is drawing 
nearer to them. 


There are‘no means of finding 
out whether they are still. alive, 
nor will there be until the flood 
waters subside. .

“The Case for Manchukuo," by 
George Bronson Rea (D. Appleton- 
Century Company, Now-York; U.S, 
$3,600) might more correctly be 
described os the cnso for Japan's 
policies In. the Far Enst. The 
author, who {s advisor to the 
Manchukuo Foreign. Ministry, 
deals with the ramifications of 
Japan's interest {n the creation of 
the now State in a markedly 
partisan spirit. His language is 
trenchant and. his powers. pf in- 
veetive are vividly used in erlticlam 
of the. United States policy in the 
Orient. Tho book. is written 
primarily for American consump- 
tion, and an impnastoned appeal is 

_ made for American frloridship with 
Japan. Communiatic Russia Is 
pictured as deslring to absorb 
Chinn, thus endangering Japan's 
security, ‘and the latter country’s 
eoranelea on the Asiatle mainland 
fs regarded os something far better: 
for the United Statea than . the 
alternative of Jooking elsewhere in 
the Pacific. Seemingly it does not 
greatly matter if China is swallow- 
ed up in the process, 


The ‘author, in hia anxicty to 
defend the creation of the new 
State, sweepingly asserts that there 
is no such thing aa the Republic of 
China, which [8 a puppet set up by 
the Powers; declarea that even the 
Nine-Power Treaty is an’ legal 
document; and says the Chinese 
cluin’ to sovereignty over Man- 
churin has no force, in law. Yet 
he himself has been an adviser to 
the Republic of China, and hy the 
terms of the abdication agreements 
between the Manclus and China, 
the legality and binding force of 
which are conceded, the Manchus 
accepted the Republic, and the 
Emperor himself proclaimed the 

. Republican form of government!

DIES _. 


Lawrence of Arabia, the uncrown- 
ed King of Arobla, ls dead, | 
Death was caused through 
concussion of the brain. Last 
Tuesday’ Lawrence, proceeding. to 
his lonely cottage In Dorsetshire, 
where he was in Aiding from un- 
wanted — publicity, deliberately 
wrecked his motor cycle in nan at- 
tempt to‘avold.a boy cycliat. 


According to the United . Press 
immediately after the’ accident 
Lawrence was rushed {n on am- 
bulance tothe’ Military Hospital 
at Wool, and the King's y:hysician, 
Sir Farquhar Buzzard and the 
famous brain specfalist, Dr. H. W, 
B. Cairns, wore called in and did 
théir utmost for Lawrence, but 
without avail, ; 


His conditions on Tuesday, 
Wedneaday and ‘Thursday remain- 
ed stationary, and hopes were.held 
out for his recovery. ; 


On Friday, he suffered o dangor- 
ous ‘relapse, but his splendid con- 
stitution enabled him to cheat 
death, and he revived slightly. 

His condition .remained —un- 

changed on Saturday, but on Sun- 
day it was seen that he was sink- 
ing fast.’ . 
. Artificial feedingg was resotted 
to at 10 p.m, on Saturday to aid. 
his: unconscious fight against 
weakness, forerunner of death. - 

A bulletin on Saturday night 
stated that he was still uncona- 
cious, byt was maintaining his 
strongth. ‘There was, however, 
cause for anxiety in the fact that 
some congestion was noticeable in 
hia right lung. . 

Shoftly ‘afterwards ho began to 
dink.’. In-the early hours of the 
morning, anxious-faced specialists 
find nurses were grouped around 
his bed ag he made his Inst dea- 
perate fight. 

His heart rapidly weakened as 
dawn approached, and the conges- 
tion in his lung increased until his 
pulso was only just discernible.’ 

His breathing became difficult 
and at 7 a.m, artificial respiration 
was resorted to in a lastidesperata 
effort to save his Hfe. a 

Ife died a few minutes later, 

It ia expected that the inquest 
will {ake place on Monday, Tues- 
day at the latest, ufter which the 
funeral will be -hetd.

Colonel Lawrence's brather revealed 
when he left the hospital, after main- 
taining o night-long vigil beside ‘the 
bedslde, that ‘Lawrence’s brain was 
irreparably damaged and he said that 
It would have been a tragedy if his 
brother had lived. *

THREE MEN GET. 
LONG TERMS 


Threv Walchow men, Ma Fat,| 


Leung Shing and Laj Mul, were 
sentonced to five years’ hard 
labour. by the Chief Justice, Mr. 
A. D.. A, MacGregor, at 
the Criminal Scastons this morn- 
ing when they were found guilty of 
omied nat Lim Fat Tai on-March 


‘Accused were charged “WIttr 
robbing Lo. Yi-ming, aged 68, and 
Lo Ting-ying his ten years-old 
adopted son, of blankets, suits, 
timbrellas, a: torch, .watch and 
chain and $80.. They all admitted 
taking the things, but sald they 
did not “go there In the sense of 
a robbery.” 1 

This, was taken as equivalent to 
n plea of guilty to larceny, but 
Mr. JA. Fraser, Aasistant 
Attorney General, declincd to ac- 
cept. this lesser plea and ‘the 
following jury was empanelled to 


‘hoar the case:-—Messra. W. 
Geall (foreman), O. R. Sadick. 
J. G. R. Humble, Leung Chak- 


man, Lam Kwan, F. .M. Xavier, 
and L, A. Oppenheim, 

Mr. Fraser anid the accused 
entered Lo Ting-ying's isolated 
house at Lim Fat Tai somewhere 
nbout midnight and found a prac- 
tically helpless household, There 
was the old man and his wife and 
two children. They beat the old 
man about and ransacked the 
house at leisure. The police ar- 
rested the accused in matsheds 
some distance from the scene of 
the crime and found most of the 
artictea about the place. In 
statements they had made they all 
admitted taking the things, but 
denied that it was robbery, as they 
had not been armed. He would 
submit that the blanket and 
mosquito net were taken from 
beds on which the victims had 
been lying, and thus constituted 
robbery.
